“In my previous reports I have drawn attention to the greater 
importance which the Swiss market might have 
for British trade than is at present the case, 
and, in view of the small share which the United 
Kingdom takes in the increasing import trade 
of this country, I have prepared two tables,

which will be found on pp. 12-16 [ Foreign Office, Annual Series, 
3,734, Wyman & Sons, Limited, 23d.], indicating the imports 
from all countries, as well as from the United Kingdom, in 57 
classes of goods. The first list mentions 28 categories, in which 
British exports are, on the whole, satisfactory, although in some 
instances it should be possible to extend the business done. In 
the second list, 29 articles are enumerated, in nearly all of which 
the British share of the imports is a very meagre one. 

“This latter list might be worthy of a closer examination by our 
exporting manufacturers. It seems strange that we should not be 
able to increase our exports to Switzerland in many of the articles 
named. During the last five years we have been content to sup- 
ply only 5 per cent. of the imports of linen ready-made goods and 
paper goods respectively, 3°5 per cent. of pottery and of woollen 
ready-made goods, and 3 per cent. of plated goods and leather 
goods. Our exports of porcelain and china goods during the same 
period amounted to 3,400/. out of a total import of 275,000/., and 
of cutlery to 2,200/. out of a total import of 184,000. 

‘In my previous reports I have referred to the desire expressed 
from time to time in the Swiss Press and by Swiss merchants to 
see a larger share of their orders placed with British merchants, in 
return for the large trade they do with the United Kingdom. 

‘‘ A careful study of the before-mentioned tables, and also of the 
‘Notes on the Import Trade of Switzerland,’* which deal more 
particularly with the goods we export, should serve to convince 
our exporters that the trade with this country is worth cultivating.” 

The notes by the British Vice-Consul at St. Gall, reproduced on 

p. 503 of the present issue, might be referred to in this connexion. 
In his opinion a larger trade with the Swiss retailer and to some 
extent with the wholesaler might be done by the British whole- 
sale warehouseman in the following articles :— 
_ Superior cut glassware, leather for harness, and other goods, 
finished leather goods, leather gloves, leather driving bands, cutlery, 
plated goods, gold and silver ware, perfumed soaps, writing paper 
and envelopes in boxes, linen textures, woollen textures, woollen 
carpets, woollen clothing, porcelain and china goods, leather 
travelling articles, writing and drawing materials. 

Further, Mr. Milligan reports that one of the Swiss agents who 
travels almost exclusively for British firms stated recently that such 
articles of British manufacture as Irish linen handkerchiefs, table 
cloths, table linen, all kinds of haberdashery, Sheffield cutlery, and 
plated goods of all kinds, and boys’ ready-made clothes (‘in which 
the United Kingdom excels”) would find a ready sale in the 
Swiss market. (foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,734.)

OTTOMAN EMPIRE.

every description is bound to increase, and from news received 
from what we believe to be a well-informed source, we gather that 
there is already a considerable demand for oil pumps at Basra and 
Bagdad. It is all very well to introduce machinery, but what if 
none of the purchasers are able to instal it or to manage it when 
installed ? The answer is simple: the engineering firms must 
themselves undertake the instruction of the purchasers. If British 
engineering firms wish to share in the profits that will certainly 
accrue to the engineering trade as a whole from the opening up of 
Mesopotamia they must set to work themselves to push their 
machinery and to instruct their clientéle how to make the most 
advantageous use of their purchases.” 


The “Levant Herald” reports that the Municipality of Riza,

Cement. has been authorized to build a quay 40 metres

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Switzerland—The British Commercial Agent in Switzerland 
(Mr. J. C. Milligan) states that he has been informed by the 
British Vice-Consul at Basle that British commercial travellers 
have recently visited that town without having provided them- 
selves with the necessary Swiss licence-card, and he again draws 
attention to the fact that the Swiss authorities require the produc- 
tion of a certificate from a British Chamber of Commerce that 
the applicant is a bond fide traveller, before the licence can be 


issued. 


Mr. Milligan refers to his advocacy (in his previous reports) of 
the employment of Swiss agents for selling British goods in that 
country in preference to sending out travellers of British nation- 
ality. During the last few years he reports having been successful 
in finding some good Swiss agents for British firms, who have met 
with a fair amount of success in placing British goods on the 


Swiss market. 
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The British Vice-Consul at St. Gall does not think it would pay 
the British manufacturer to make much effort to do a Swiss trade 
unless it is for articles that serve as raw material to a Swiss. 
industry, and in this case he must have an agent in Switzerland 
with perhaps a small stock to be able to. execute sample orders at 
once. ‘The British wholesale warehouse, however, in the Vice- 
Consul’s opinion, might well supply the Swiss retailer. He 
writes :— 

‘‘ If the wholesale warehouseman wishes to do a trade here he 
must send a traveller speaking French or German, at regular 
intervals, and quote his prices in francs, carriage and duty paid to 
Switzerland, giving French measures and weights. It is of very 
little use to send catalogues and price lists to the trade, even if 
made out in French or German. . . . . I may say that no 
doubt the British wholesale warehouses, who sell even to the 
smallest retailer in their own country, and have to give very long 
credits there, could do a trade here with the retailers and probably 
a good trade too, if they would follow the advice repeatedly given 
in the annual reports on trade in Switzerland. 

‘The Swiss retailer, and, as a rule, even the wholesale dealer, 
does not like to place large orders a long time ahead. He prefers 
to buy more from ‘hand to mouth’ from a man who keeps a stock 
and can supply him with what he requires by return.” (Foreign 
Office, Annual Series, 3,754.) 





FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
NOVEMBER, 1906.* 


I.—GENERAL. 

The trade returns for November, 1906, when compared with those 
for the corresponding month of 1905, show increases in the value 
of the Imports into the United Kingdom, in the value of the 
Exports of British produce, and in the value of the Exports of 
Foreign and Colonial merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in November, 1906, was 55,748,8681., 
an increase of 2,601,934/., or 4°9 per cent., as compared with 
November, 1905, whilst the total Exports amounted to 40,327 ,4841., 
an increase of 4,026,377/. The Exports of British produce show 
an increase of 3,367,013l., or 11°3 per cent., as compared with 
November, 1905, whilst there is an increase of 659,364l., or 9°8 
per cent. in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial merchandise.

V.—SHIPPING IN NOVEMBER, 1906. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, durin 
the month ended 30th November, 1906, amounted to 3,392,018 tons, 
and the tonnage cleared to 4,719,704 tons, as against 3,255,150 tons 
entered, and 4,159,521 tons cleared in the month of November, 
1905. With regard to the coasting trade, the tonnage entered 
with cargoes during November, 1906, amounted to 2,707,197 tons, 
and the tonnage cleared to 2,677,590 tons, as against 2,702,009 
tons entered, and 2,705,142 tons cleared in November, 1905. 


VI.—ELEVEN MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-NOVEMBER). 


f The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, 
during the eleven months ended 30th November, 1906, amounted 
to 38,540,893 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 50,075,385 tons, as 
against 36,791,284 tons entered and 45,529,246 tons cleared during 
the corresponding period of 1905. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during the eleven months 
ended 30th November, 1906, amounted to 30,202,853 tons, and 
the tonnage cleared to 29,796,977 tons, as against 29,920,336 tons 
entered and 29,582,248 tons cleared during the corresponding 
period of 1905. 





COMMERCIAL SITUATION IN ANTUNG, SOUTHERN 
MANCHURIA. 


The following report on Antung, drawn up by a British mer- 
chant who visited the port with a view to establishing himself 
there, has been received, through the Foreign Office, from H.M. 
Consul at Chefoo (Mr. H. F. Brady) :— 

Situated about 25 miles from Ta Tung-kou, on the estuary of 
the Yalu River, and on the Chinese (Manchurian) side, is the 
town of Shaho, commonly called Antung, or, by the Japanese, 
Antung Ko, owing to its position in the district of that name. To 
the north-east is the Corean town of Wiju, which will be commer- 
cially very important in the near future for reasons hereinafter 
detailed. 

Steamers of small tonnage and light draught (say 7 feet) have 
no difficulty in anchoring from 3 to 35 miles below Antung, where 
there is enough water for them to lie fairly close to the river bank. 
At Lan Tao, about 8 miles below Antung, the Chinese Native 
Customs are established. 

The Chinese town is very similar to the usual type. During 
the rainy season the river overflows, and the Chinese inhabitants

have to seek refuge in the hills at the back of the town, and for 
this reason there is an absence of any godowns or stores. The 
natives have very inflated ideas of the value of land, and at the 
present time extravagant prices are demanded. Walking through 
the Chinese town one comes to a wide and deep overflow cutting, 
which has bridges thrown across it, and here the Japanese town 
commences, the moat being the boundary. 

The Japanese Government have acquired a large area of ground 
for divers purposes, and within their appropriated ground a town- 
ship has been laid out after the most approved Japanese methods. 
There are five or six streets laid out parallel to the river, and these 
are intersected by cross streets: a large number of buildings 
are already erected and occupied, others are going up daily, and 
are practically entirely Japanese wooden houses. In the main 
business streets shops and stores abound, where it is possible to 
purchase almost anything, and there is also a foreign restaurant 
(1.e., a Japanese restaurant on the foreign system) where all kinds 
of European cooked food can be obtained. 

The offices of the Administration, which is still military, are 
some distance in the rear of the town itself. 

Throughout the whole town the telephone is installed, and 
there is scarcely a Japanese house unconnected with the Central 
Exchange. 

By far the most important feature is the railway improvement 
scheme. At present there is a narrow-gauge railway to Mukden 
from Antung, but after this winter a complete change will be 
made, and the gauge is to be widened to the Japanese standard 
gauge. Not only is this going to be done, but tunnelling to the 
extent of rather more than a mile is to be taken in hand, and the 
net result will be to shorten the journey from Antung to Mukden 
considerably. 

Another most important scheme which seems to have been 
definitely decided upon by the Japanese is the bridging of the 
river at Antung, and thus the Corean and Manchurian railway 
systems will be linked up. At first sight the advantage of this 
might not be evident, but it means that Mukden will be supplied 
with goods during the winter by way of Chemulpo, and thus it 
will also be possible to reach Newchwang, while the latter port is 
icebound. 

This illustration shows in a measure the activity of the Japanese 
from an economic point of view, and it is stated by the local 
Japanese that the above work is to be put in hand without delay. 
As soon as the Manchurian and Corean systems are linked up 
there is to be a very accelerated train service from Chemulpo to

The Minister directs that all preparations used in the house- 
hold and coming within the scope of item 41 must be charged 
duty under that item, unless specifically exempted or classed under 
some other dutiable item in the Tariff, or unless such preparations 
in the particular form imported have their principal use apart 
from the household, e.g. :— 

Emery powder would be free, being principally used in 
industries, but emery powder put up as a knife polish 
would be dutiable, being principally used in the household. 

Black lead or plumbago, ‘packed or labelled for household 
use would be dutiable. 

It is stated that the above decision is not to apply to goods 
which are proved to have been ordered before 6th September last.

“ by an Argentine Consul) of the country where it was manufac- 
“‘ tured, to the effect that the preparation proceeds from a factory 
“‘ that is subject to a sanitary supervision similar to that in force 
“in the Argentine Republic. 

“For the information of exporters it may be stated that the 
“‘ supervision of factories in Argentina is as follows :-— 

‘‘ All industrial establishments elaborating pig or other animal 
“products for exportation must send out their articles with a 
‘“‘ stamp which accredits that they have been technically examined, 
** the stamp to be affixed in the manner prescribed by the regula- 
“* tions of the Veterinary Department. ‘They must also bear the 
‘“‘ trade mark so as to determine exactly the place of manufacture. 

“In addition to this a certificate must be produced proving 
“that the establishment where the article is manufactured has 
*‘ undergone sanitary inspection.”

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA—MEXICO. 
H.M. Legation in Mexico report that the American-Hawaiian 
Steamship Company are announced to com- 
mence the operation of a regular service between 
New York and Honolulu in connexion with the 
Tehuantepec National Railroad. 

The departure of the first vessel from New 
York for Cvatzacoalcos (on the Northern Coast 
of the Isthmus) and of the first vessel from 
Honolulu for Salina Cruz (on the Southern Coast) is expected to 
take place early in January. 

Twelve ships will be put in service on the new route. Five will 
ply between New York and Coatzacoalcos, and seven between 
Honolulu, and Salina Cruz. Weekly sailings are announced for 
the former route, and sailings every twelve days for the latter. 

From Honolulu the vessels will sail direct for Salina Cruz, 
but on the return trip they will call at San Francisco. 
Within a few months it is expected that weekly steamers will 
run from Salina Cruz for San Francisco, connecting with the 
vessels arriving at Coatzacoalcos from New York.

NEW ZEALAND. 


A reyort on the working of the State coal mines of New Zealand 
for the year ended 31st March last has recently 

State Coal Mines. been issued from the Department of Mines, 
Wellington. 

With regard to the Port Elizabeth Colliery, the quantity of coal 
raised during the year amounted in the gross to 131,816 tons. 
Steps are being taken to improve the facilities for handling the 
coal at the port. At present the Railway Department is pushing 
on the erection of a new portable hydraulic crane; it is also 
intended to alter the present cranes to portable ones. The General 
Manager of Railways has prepared a comprehensive scheme em- 
bracing the extension of sidings, strengthening of wharf, and 
removal of buildings now blocking the work of the port; when 
this is given effect to, and some additions are made to rolling-stock, 
the equipment of the port will be reasonably complete. 

With regard to the Seddonville colliery, the output during the 
year was 46,085 tons, most of which was taken by the railways. 
For the utilisation of the small coal, the report states that a 
briquette plant is in course of erection at Westport, a site having 
been chosen at the port in preference to the mine. ‘The starting 
of this plant, it is thought, should have a beneficial effect on the 
working of the colliery, and improve the commercial aspect of the 
concern. 

[It may be noted that the total production of coal in New Zealand 
amounted to 1,586,000 tons in 1905, as compared with 1,538,000 


tons in 1904. ] 





RUSSIA. 


The British Commercial Agent in Russia (Mr. H. Cooke) has 
forwarded a translation from the official ‘‘ Com- 
mercial and Industrial Gazette” of St. Peters- 
burg of 1/14th November, respecting the 
continuing extraordinary rise in the price of platinum, over 
90 per cent. of the world’s supply of which is furnished by the 
Ural district of Russia. The price in 1880 was 3,000 roubles per 
poud (36°112 lbs.). In 1890 it had risen to 6,200 roubles, in 
1901 to 16,000 roubles, in 1902 to 17,300 roubles, in 1903 to 
18,500 roubles, in 1904 to 21,000 roubles; while in 1906 it is 
rising by leaps and bounds, viz., in January of this year 22,000 
roubles, in April 23,000 roubles, in July 24,000 roubles, in August 
25,000 roubles, in September 27,000 roubles, and in October 
34,000 roubles, ** which does not exclude further increase.” 

The export from Russia likewise increases, the amount exported 
during the first six months of the current year being 156 pouds, 
against 48 and 82 pouds, respectively, during the corresponding

periods of 1905 and 1904. ‘The fear is, adds the “ Gazette,” with 
the above directly-prohibitive prices, that the br anches of industry 
interested may endeavour to completely withdraw so expensive a 
metal from consumption.

NATAL.

it would appear ‘“‘that there is a great possibility of the wool 
industry proving to be a flourishing concern in this Colony in the 


course of a few years.” 





ST. VINCENT. 

According to the report of the Administrator of St. Vincent, 
Cotton recently issued by the Colonial Office, a distinct 
Cultivation advance was made in 1900 in the cultivation 
' of Sea Island cotton in the Colony. The total 
acreage planted was about 790 acres, which was actually less than 
in the previous year, but the land was more judiciously selected 
and the cultivation more cared for, with the result of a corre- 

spondingly better yield. Diseases did little damage. 

The crop of Sea Island cotton amounted to 388 bales, of an 
estimated weight of 121,680 lbs., of which amount 121,174 lbs. 
were ginned at the Central Cotton Factory by the Agricultural 
Department. 

The prices realised were very satisfactory, a large number of 
the bales being sold at the rate of 20d. per lb., the highest figure 
as yet realised for West Indian cotton. Tbe value of cotton and 
cotton-seed exported amounted to 8,282/., and it thus now takes 
the second place in importance among St. Vincent exports. 

The encouragement afforded by this result has led to an 
appreciable further development of this valuable industry in the 
present year. (Colonial Reports, Annual, 510.) 


DUTCH GUIANA. 


According to the Demerara “ Argosy ” a contract: has recently been 
made between the Government of Dutch 
Banana Industry. Guiana and the United Fruit Company regard- 
ing the purchase and delivery of bananas, and 
the following terms inter alia have been agreed upon both by the 
Government of the Colony and planters combined on the one 
part, and the United Fruit Company on the other :— 

The planters bind themselves to start planting bananas on 
2,470 acres, and to increase within three years to a minimum of 
7,410 acres. 

For a minimum of 20,000 bunches a boat of the Company wiil 
proceed to Dutch Guiana to buy and transport the same. 

The service will be a fortnightly one, and later on, as the supply 
increases, a weekly one. 

The prices for which bananas will be bought are fixed by the 
agreement.

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (No. 738, Basinyhall Street, London, E.C.) is 
intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects Jf 
commercial interest shall be collected and focussed in a form 
convenient for reference, and at which, so far as the interests of 
British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 
on commercial matters. 

On application being made to it either personally or by letter, 
the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, information with regard 
to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters 
relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations ; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular. lines of business in 
different localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender. 
Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special :Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time.

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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL 
TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 


India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public witha!] available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 

Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘‘ Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial community. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information. 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 

Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have opened offices at 73, Basinghall Street, London, K.C., for the 
purpose of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, under the 
direction of the Agent-General. 

The Commercial Agent in charge of these offices deals with, and 
supplies free, information on trade subjects connected with the 
Colony, such as commercial products, industries, trade, tariff regu- 
lations, commercial statistics, railway rates, prospects for emigra- 
tion, &c., &e. 

Queensland.—F or the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, H.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in con- 
nection with Queensland. 

A collection of articles representative of the pastoral, agricultural, 
and mining industries of Queensland are on view, and information 
regarding these industries can be obtained at the Office, as above. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony—A ‘Trade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, on the lines of 
the agency established at the same address by the Government of 
Cape Colony, but under the general direction of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals with, and 
supplies free, information in regard to the products and resources 
of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to the settler, 
their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in force in 
them affecting trade, &c., &c. 
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IMPERIAL INSTITUTE, 

The Imperial Institute at South Kensington was transferred by 
Act of Parliament to the control of the Board of Trade on the 
ist January, 1903. ‘The work formerly carried on by the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Office of the Institute is now conducted by 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Imperial Institute is chiefly occupied with the systematic 
investigation and illustration of the principal resources of India 
and the Colonies. It includes :— 

1. The Galleries, containing collections of economic products, 
&c., illustrative of the natural and commercial resources of British 
Possessions. ‘These are open free to the public daily (except on Sun- 
days) from 10 am. to 5 p.m., in Summer, and from 10 a.m. to 
4 p.m. in Winter. Special arrangements may be made for the 
visits of schools and other educational institutions. Informa- 
tion concerning India and the Colonies, their products, industries, 
prospects for emigration, &c., may be obtained on verbal applica- 
tion at the Central stand in the Galleries, or applications may be 
addressed in writing to the Director of the Imperial Institute, 
South Kensington, 8.W. fPublications furnishing information 
. relating to the commerce, agriculture, mining and other industries 
of India and the Colonies, as well as those relating to emigration, 
may also be obtained on application at the Central stand. From 
time to time samples and specimens of raw and manufactured 
products will be shown in the sample room attached to the offices 
of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade at 
73, Basinghall Street, E.C. 

2. The Scientific and Technical Department with extensive 
laboratories specially equipped for the purpose of investigating 
problems connected with tropical agriculture and development. 
In this Department new or little known natural products from 
India and the Colonies, and commercial products from new 
sources, received through the Government of the countries con- 
cerned, are examined with a view to their valuation and utilisation. 
The expert staff of the Department is also engaged in the collec- 
tion of information from all sources on these and similar subjects. 

3. The Library and Reading Rooms, containing a large collection 
of Indian and Colonial works of reference, which are regularly 
supplied with the principal official publications of India and the 
Colonies, and with many of the principal newspapers, periodicals 
and maps of the United Kingdom, India, and the Colonies. 

4. Conference and Meeting Rooms which are available under 
certain conditions for the purpose of meetings, lectures, &c., on 
subjects of importance to India and the Colonies. 

5. he ‘* Bulletin of the Imperial Institute.” This publication, 
which is now issued quarterly, includes reports on investigations 
conducted at the Imperial Institute, and also special articles 
relating to recent developments in tropical agriculture and in 
the utilisation of raw materials. The “Bulletin” may be
